The weasel ws of a wild and intractable nature, being 
exceedingly dithcult to tame. When kept ina cage 
Mseems ia a perpetual state of agitation—is ternbed 
at the sght of all who approach to look at it, and 
generally endeavors to hide itself behind the straw, or 
other substances which may be at the bottom of its 
cage. There e, however, instances on recoid ot 
weascls being completely domest.cated. 

The Weasel oa Kagle.—An engle having seed a 
wease!, mounted ute the au with its prey, and was 
soon alter observed to exhitat symptoms of d stress. — 
Its litte enemy had eatneated uselt so tar, as to be able 
to bite the eagle in the threat, and kept us hold with 
such pertinacity, that be brought the eagle to the 
ground ; and thus the weasel was atlorded an opper 
tunity of escaping. 

Unprovoked Attack.—1n January, 1818, a labourer 
in the parish of Gleneaina, Dututiessture, wae sud 
deuly attacked by six weasels, which roshed opon hum 
from the old dyke, im the field where he was at work. 
The man, alarowd at such @ turious onset, mestantly
